Impeachment of Judge Carien 
* S. Hardy of Lea Angelea far 
accepting a $2500 fee from Aimee 
Sample McPherson for legal ad­ 
vice during his term of office wan 
proposed in a resolution dropped 
like a bombshell into 
the 
atate 
legislature today by Aesemblyman 
Emory J. Arnold of Loa Angelon. 
The resolution asked for a com­ 
m ittee of seven assemblymen to 
Investigate during: the 30 day re­ 
cess th© reported transaction be­ 
tween Judge Hardy and th© evan­ 
gelist, and to report following the 
recess if sufficient grounds for an 
action of impeachrrfent exists. 
The alleged acceptance of money 
on th© 
part 
of 
Judge 
Hardy 
am ounts to a violation of a state 
constitutional 
provision, 
Arnold 
said, reading as follows: “No judge 
of a court of record, shall practice 
law in any ,court 
of this 
state 
during his continuance in office.” 
“Acceptance of such money by 
Judge Hardy Is apparently a vio­ 
lation of the constitution of this 
stale governing his tenure in of­ 
fice, thereby placing him within 
the jurisdiction of this assembly," 
th© resolution stated. 
The resolution follows action of 
th© 
executive 
committee of 
the 
American Bar association, which 
yesterday declared Judge 
Hardy’s 
membership in the association for­ 
feited. 
The committee issued a state­ 
m ent In which It said that Judge 
H ard£ had violated the associa­ 
tion’s canons of judicial and pro­ 
fessional ethics. 
Assemblyman Arnold said thgt 
the legislature has power 
of 
im ­ 
peachm ent regardless of the fact 
th at Judge H ardy’s case Is pend­ 
ing in the state supreme court at 
th® present time. 
The Jurist came into 
the 
lime­ 
light when he 
©fused to testify 
before a 
state 
bar 
association 
comm ittee which was investigat­ 
ing the circumstances under which 
he received the McPherson check. 
In an effort to force him to ex­ 
plain the transaction, the bar a s­ 
sociation brought court action. An 
appeal was taken 
to 
the 
state 
suprem e court by the association 
after the 
Los 
Angeles 
superior 
court held 
that 
the 
association 
lacked power to discipline judges. 
The rilin g was based on the as­ 
sum ption that judges are not mem­ 
bers of the bar.

Naval Measure Wedged Be­ 
tween Group of Import­ 
ant Bills In Senate

prehension among tho senate lead­ 
er* wha fear a filibuster m r 
be 
started against th* $174,000,000 na­ 
val building program. 
Th® agriculture department and 
th® first 
efficiency 
appropriation 
bills took the right of way In the 
senate while the 
naval 
bill 
lan­ 
guished as the official unfinished 
business. There is a stiff fight im ­ 
pending over the tax refund and 
prohibition provisions of the de­ 
ficiency measure which may re­ 
quire several days of debate. Next 
to come 
is 
the 
reapportionment 
measure and nome disputed points 
in several appropriation bills al­ 
ready passed by |the two houses. 
If this condition continues -Chair­ 
man Hale of the Senate naval a f­ 
fairs committee in charge of the 
naval bill is expected to seek night 
sessions so the 
measure can he 
passed before the rinsing days when 
it would be at the mercy of the 
“little navy” group contesting its 
passage. 
Those opposed to the bill are 
from midwestern states. They con­ 
tend th© bill authorizes increased 
expenditures which are paid by 
taxes of farm ers and business men 
for a purpose from which they reap 
little benefit. 
They would rather 
have a rivers and harbors bill pass­ 
ed for improvement of midwestern 
lanes of water navigation. 
The house wan preparing more 
appropriation troubles for the sen­ 
ate by preparing to pass the inde­ 
pendent offices appropriation bill 
before night.

W (U P)—In th* presence of th# 
cabinet, Vice President Daw** 
end member* of the senate, Presi­ 
dent Coolidge signed th* Kellogg 
anti-w ar treaty st 10:10 a. rn. to ­ 
day. 
The signing took place in 
the historic east room of th* White 
House. 
A motion picture camera 
was sot up. 
The treaty and the ratification 
document bedecked in red ribbon 
and gold seals lay on the famous 
presidential desk which was placed 
in the center of the great east 
room for this occasion. 
Senator Horah was the first of 
the 
headliners 
to 
arrive. 
He 
thumbed over the treaty while the 
camera men were setting up their 
spotlights. 
"It seems to be all right,” Borah 
said, smiling as he turned away 
from the document. 
Senators and cabinet officers a r­ 
rived rapidly. 
W ithin a few min­ 
utes there was a great semi-circle 
of spectators on one side of the 
desk and almost equally large sem i­ 
circle 
of cameras and spotlights 
on the other side. 
“There are the real rulers of this 
government,” 
Senator 
Moses, 
N 
H.. said rather critically of the 
elaborate filming preparation. 
President Coolidge and Secretary 
Kellogg 
entered. 
Mrs. 
Coolidge 
stopping at the door to look on at 
the historic scene. 
The 
president 
scrutinized 
the 
document for a moment and then 
took up a gold pen about eight 
inches long elaborately engraved 
and started to affix his signature. 
“Ju st one minute, Mr. President,’’ 
one of the movie men interrupted.

"This way, Mr. President,” called 
a cameraman at one end of the 
semicircle. 
“Now this way,” came from the 
other end of the line.

RADIO MODERNIZES TRAIN ANNOUNCING 
Radio broadcasting has offered a hint to the t'ain announcer. 
No longer does he bellow out his 
stations in one long array of vowels and consonants. 
Now he sits before a microphone, talks into it 
in a steady, conversational tone and has his words transmitted through an amplifier and modula­ 
tor panel, much like those in broadcasting stations, to the loud speakers in the depot waiting rooms. 
This system has been in force for some time at the Bread street station of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
in Philadelphia, as the photographs here shew, and may be noted in many other large depot*.

university, in a paper on 
"W eather Forecasting by the In ­

university, New York City, show ­ 
ed th at m ore precise w eather fore­ 
casts m ay be m ade by observing 
radio reception th an by the old

pressure, wind Intensities and di­ 
rections and tem peratures. 
"In 
April, 
1927,” 
Dr. 
Colwell 
said, "observations m ade w ith a 
Shaw recorder in M organtown, W. 
Va., showed th at in some casas 
the night signals from KDKA in 
P ittsburgh 
were 
below 
the 
day 
signals in Intensity. 
A short time 
later it was noticed th a t a falling 
intensity after sunset Is followed 
by clearing w eather the next day, 
w hile

rising 
curve indicates 
cloudiness or rain. 
“On this basis w eather prognos­ 
tications 
were

curves taken during the past a u ­ 
tum n. 
T hirty-eight of these were 
correct, the percentage of correct­ 
ness being 95.

cast as published In the evening 
new spaper from the w eather bu ­ 
reau w as correct for 28 days, or 
70 per cent.”
